viewed, the address delivered last week 
before the Oregon Agrrlcultural College 
by William P. Ferrin of Sa-n Francisco 
must be esteemed &n Important utter- 
ance. 
It Is Important first because it 


recalls a practice- now unfortunately In 
abeyance, but -which in other days con- 
tributed wholesomely TO the public edu- 
cation. It was the* rule In earlier times. 
and even down to times relatively re- 
certt, for men In Important relationships 
to discuss public questions as they arose, 
to counsel with the people so to speak. 
Going: back 
to tha beginning 
of 
our 


politics nothing-, perhaps, has 
contrib- 


uted more than this practice to the 
growth of political Intelligence, to the 
consciousness of political responsibility, 
and incidentally to tho development of 
that political leadership essential to tho 
vitality 
of 
representative 
Institutions. 


But of late years, and particularly In 
California, we have had little or nothing; 
of this sort of thing1. 
Our men of. af- 


fairs have been too busy, too distrustful 
of their own judgments, or too deficient 
In the powers of expression to speak 
freely. 
Our officials, 
oven where th^y 


have been competent, ha,ve been too fear- 
ful 
of political 
flare-hacks; 
and 
even 


our newspapers, with here and. there an 
exception, have ceased to deal with po- 
litical questions excepting under the re- 
straints of n mincing neutrality, Frank 
public consideration or public questions 
from 
men of real responsibility is so 


rare that it may almost be called a tra- 
dition as distinct from a rea.lity. Foliti- 
cal discussion has practically been aban- 
doned to college professors, who speak 
from the standpoint of theory as dis- 
tinct from responsibility, to candidates 
for 
office 
who would much rather be 


President (or something- much less In 
the official sphere) than to be right, to 
the leaders of partisan factions usually 
neither 
Intelligent r.or 
honest, and 
to 


professional 
ag-itators

structed by the California Oilfields, Lim- 
ited, in the Santa Maria field. The cost 
of the plant was about ?60,000, and its 
capacity is about 500 barrels a flay The 
plant v-ns Installed on the company s 
lease in the Lompoc field and Is locatod 
only a short distance from one of the 
producing wells. The product of this well 
Is passed through an electrical current of 
33 200 vilts, and the process enables the 
dlstlllat.- to be drawn from the heavy oil. 
The jlans for the plant were prepared 
by the Western Precipitation Company of 
San FT* ncisco. and is the first of its type 
to' be operated, although the 
electric 
treatment lias been previously used. 


WATER DIFFICULTY. 


The v atcr situation In the Santa Maria 
field, w uch, blnce the discovery of oil in 
that di-trict. has been a cause of more 
or less inconvenience to all the com- 
panies operating there, is expected to be 
soon bought under control. During the 
last year some work has been carried on 
at Intel vals to overcome this difficulty, 
but the operators have been divided into 
two associations, and their efforts were 
not systematized. 
A plan has recently 
been l"o ined to incorporate a body which 
shall include In Its membership all the 
compan es operating in the Santa Maria 
district, and under its direction syste- 
n atic e Torts are to be made to overcome 
the difficulty arising from water in the 
wells. 
SHUT OFF WATER. 


On thn Western Union lease, In the old 
Santa Maria field, well No. 32 has been 
cemented at a depth of 3140 feet in an 
effort t > shut off the water at the bot- 
tom. 
"V'h'le pumping out the water pre- 
pai.itor-' to forcing in the cement a large 
quanttf of oil was brought to the sur- 
f.ice, irdicatlng that a good production 
may be expected when the well is fin- 
ished. 
Notwithstanding the large amount of 
gas beu g fou^ in the -wells In the Buena 
Vista h lls, the opinion of geologists that 
there it no prospect of the development 
of a ga> "field." on account of the close 
texture of tlie formation in which the gas 
IK found. 
When the great Honolulu gas 
well wf s brought In it was hoped that 
gas in commercial quantities would be 
availab'.3. but according to the opinion of 
experiei ced men there is not room enough 
between the particles of solid material of 
which 
he gas stratum is composed to 
permit the storage of any great amount 
of gas.
